1. Uiogenes de la losa, suspected Panamanian Communist and professor at the 
University of Panama, has been invited to be a special adviser to the 
Salvadoran Ministry of Lebor. He wag in El] Salvador recently to be 
present at the inauguration of the Faculty of Humanities of the National 
University of £1 Salvador at the invitation of Dr. Cerlos Lierena, Rector 
of the University. Although he was to be Dr. Llerena'’s guest only from 
7-9 March, de le Rosa remained in San Salvador after the latter date 
ostensibly to deliver a series of lectures. 


. De la kosa revealed in San Salvador that he hoped to accept the appointment 
with the Labor Ministry. He also advised the Salvadoran light and power 
workers on the renewal of their demands which have been pending for three 
years. He likewise reviewed a draft for temporary labor legislation at the 
request of Homero Albergue, Salvadoran Subsecretary of Labor, Albergue had 
previou: ly requested the Comite de Keorganizacion Obrera (CRO), 2 Communist 
OSxenkeption, to draft proposals for this legislation.*
